Remarks 

Claims 1-3, 7-21, and 23-42 are pending in the application. 
Claims 30-34 stand allowed. 

Claims 7, 16, 38, 39, and 40 were indicated to contain allowable subject matter 
but were objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim. They would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 25-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph. 

Claims 1-3, 8-12, 15, 17-19, 23, 24, 29, 35, 36, 37, 41 and 42 are rejected under 
35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being unpatentable over United States Patent No. 7,027,523 issued to 
Jalali et al. on April 11, 2006. 
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
